The greater part of the afternoon ses­ 
sion of the convention was secret, the 
delegates listenlnt to speeches from Na­ 
tional President Ratchford and Stale 
Presidents Farms, of Ohio; Knight, of 
Indiana; Carson, of Illinois, and Dolan, 
of Pittsburg. All of these officials with 
the exception of Carson argued In favor 
of the acceptance of the Pittsburg opera­ 
tors' proposition.

Why Canoa Opposed the flehease. 


They advised that inasmuch a s the 
strike had been precipitated In the Pitts­ 
burg district it was very proper that it 
should be settled there. President Car­ 
son, of Illinois, told the delegates just 
as plainly why they could not support the 
proposition for settlement. He said the 
Illinois miners were practically Ignored 
by it. The operators of his state had no­ 
tified him that they would not abide by 
any settlement made with the Pittsburg 
operators. In many of the Illinois dls 
tricts, moreover, the miners had signed 
ironclad ¿ontracts which run until next 
May. 
Should the Pittsburg and Ohio 
and Indiana miners resume operations 
the Illinois operators would be compelled 
to open their mines also, and the only 
recourse the miners of the state would 
have would be a local strike, for which 
they were unprepared. 
The best they 
could do would be to accept the opera­ 
tors* terms, and that would eventually 
force a reduction again in the other 
states. 


Fixed the Itaele off the Vote. 


Tbe most Important action of the con­ 
vention yesterday was in determining 
the basis of representation. Some of the 
delegates, wanted a rule that no dele­ 
gate should be allowed to cast more than 
six 
votes. 
Thif. 
if adopted, wotild 
have settled the question of the accept­ 
ance of the strike settlement very quick­ 
ly. It was the sentiment of the conven­ 
tion. however, that representation should 
be fixed so that all miners should have 
a voice in the settlement. Accordingly 
it was decided that one vote should lie 
cast for ever>’ 100 miners represented. 
This makes the vote to be cast by each 
state about as follows: Western Penn­ 
sylvania. 230; Ohio. 2S0; West Virginia. 
110; Indiana. 60: Ilinois. 200. The Illinois 
vote, wiilch will be east against the ac­ 
ceptance of the operators’ proposition, 
will about offset the vote of western 
Pennsylvania (PiltRburg district). The 
Vote of Ohio Is alKtut equally divided on 
the proposition; also the West Virginia 
vote.

Thi9 practically leaves the liaiance of 
power in the hands of the Indiana dele­ 
gates. Should they vote with Illinois— 
which some of the delegates say they 
have InBtruetions to do by inference, if 
not by direct language—the proposed 
settlement will undoubtedly be defeated. 
The Indiana delegates eay they are in­ 
structed not to vote In favor of the op­ 
erators' proposition’ unless a general set­ 
tlement wfii l}e effected by it. In view 
of the position of the Ilinois miners they 
do not see their way clear to vote to ac­ 
cept the proposition. 
It developed last 
night that the vote of the Pittsburg dis­ 
trict will not be unanimous in favor of 
acepting the settlement, as smoe of the 
delegates have stated openly th at they 
would not vote for it. The leaders of 
acepting the setlement. as some of the 
sionary work and ha\'e hopes th at they 
will be able to turn the tide in favor of a 
settlement.

Chicago, Sept. f.—The defense In the 
Luetgert murder trial was surprised by 
a move made by the state yesterday. 
What Is considered to be one of the 
strongest pieces of evidence In. the trial 
was introduced. Mrs. Christine N d t, 
Luetgert's one-time 
sweetheart, was' 
called to the stand by the state for the 
third time. 
Assistant State’s Attorney 
ItcBwen handed her an ugly-appearing 
pocket knife—the blades were stained 
and rusted—and asked her If she had 
ever seen It before. She testlrted that 
the big sausage manufacturer had given 
her this knife for safekeeping on the 
day of his arrest. May 20. The prose< 
cUtlon asserts that It was with this 
knife Luetgert murdered his wife before 
placing her body In the boiling potash 
where It dissolved. 


The knife was passed around for the 
Inspection of the attorneys, and handed 
tq Luetgert. who opened and closed the 
blades, gaslng curiously at the weapon 
and scraping a blade with his finger as 
If to feel the stains which covered It. 
He evinced no emotion, though he knew 
that every person in the court room. 
Including the court, jury and spectators, 
was closely watching and taking note of 
his every action. 
In talking with hia 
attorneys he admitted that the knife 
was his property. 
- The afternoon session was devoted to 
dry expert testimony. Professor Chas. 
B. Gibson, to whom newspapermen gave 
fluid they drew from the vat, was ex­ 
amined and testlfled to finding organic 
matter In a pinkish brown fluid which 
he subjected to chemical analysis. His 
answers were delivered stowly and de< 
liberately and couched in technical 
terms. U required much time to ques­ 
tion the witness so that his testimony 
could be made clear to the jury. The 
witness asserted that in his opinion the 
dissolution of the fleshy portions of a 
body could be accomplished in the time 
and manner alleged by the state, but 
denied that the condition of the bones 
would be materially affected. 


The witness also stated that the hair 
would be the first thing about a dead 
body to dissolve In a caustic solution. 
Thiswasa hard one on the prosecution, as 
it has some alleged hair to show. The 
defense had another shock when Emma 
Shlmpke corroborated her young alster’s

Albert Dttchauer Was Discovered 
Floating Neartlie Bridge 
Tliis Morning, 


WAS LAST SEEN TUESDAY NIGHT 


Hit Parents Notlfl«d and tha Body 
Will ba Takan to Chloano 
Tonlffht. 


About 7 o’clock thtfl moroiiig Harbor 
Master Aumock who had just closed 
tbe canal bridge after the steamer 
City of C hlca^ had backed to herdock 
here, discovered the body of a man 
floatinir on the water, evidently rising 
from the bottom of the canal from the 
action of the boat in backing up. He 
at once sent a man to notify the coroner 
but that gentleman being out of the 
city Justice Kimball was m t for. 


While the man was in SMrch of the 
coroner, First Mate Russell of the City 
^ 
of Chicago, with the assistance of three 
^ 
or four men had fastened a rope to the 
floti^r and pulled him onto the dock. 
He was at once recognized by the men 
who work around |he dock as “Fatty 
Wright** a man about 32 years of age, 
who has worked on the docks* in this 
city and St. Joseph since a year ago 
last July, when he came here from 
Chicago in company with a man named 
Edward Sullivan. 


While the body was laying on the 
dock a well dressed stranger who had 
just arrived on the morning boat from 
Chicago, stepped up to view the re­ 
mains and at once exclaimed “I know 
the man, his name is Albert Deschauer 
and his parents reside at 334 and 336 
Blue Island avenue, Chicago. From a 
letter found in the dead man's pocket 
it was learned that the stranirer*» state­ 
ment was correct.

The following jury was impanelled 
by Justice Kimball: Henry Steveus, 
Paul Nichols, Jo eph Farguhcr, John 
Wenman, John Appleyard and Oliver 
, 
Osborn, who viewed the remaioM in 
Undertaker J. O. Rowe’s rooms, where 
the body was taken. 


William Russell, firtit mate of the 
City of Chicago, was the flrst witness 
iiworo and stated that he helped get 
the body from the water. He also said 
that the last time he had seen the dead 
man alive was last Tuesday morning 
when he worked coalint' up the steam­ 
er. He testitied that Wright, as he 
was known, was a good hearted fellow 
and was liked by everyone around the 
(locks. 


Upon request of the jury the body 
was subjected to a medical examination 
by Dr. C. N. Sowers, who stated that 
the body had not been in the water 
longer than 48 hours, and according to 
bis belief the man had died from drown­ 
ing as there were no fractures or evi­ 
dence of foul play. 


John Daley, a man who has been 
around the docks here for a number of 
years testitied that he wa«< well ac- 
y 
quainted with Wright and that his 
proper name was Deschauer. That he 
came to this city over a year ago with 
a man named Sullivan. 
Last Monday 
Deschauer helped unload the F. & P. 
M steamer No 2 which was in port 
with salt. Daley said Deschauer and 
he were partners and that last winter 
Sullivan, 
Deschauer 
and 
himself 
roomed together in St. Joseph. 
He 
said last Tuesday night he saw Des­ 
chauer and asked him to come and go 
to work loading the City of Louisville 
but he said he was tired and did not 
care to work. 
This was the last time 
he had seen him until he was pulled 
from the water. 
He saiu Deschauer 
could not swim a stroke. 
He Wm Wajrwavtf. 


The laat 
witness called was the 
stranger who had identified the body 
He gave his name as Joseph Simmons, 
attorney at law, with ottices at 80 Dear- 
^ 
born street, Chicago. 
He told the fol­ 
lowing story: 
‘‘I haye known Albert 
Deschauer for the last 25 years. 
We 
were boys together. 
He is the eldest 
son of Stephen Deschauer wbo con­ 
ducts a hardware business at 334-33« 
Blue Island avenue, Chicago. 
He has 
a mother, father, one brother and two 
sisters living. 
Albert left his home 
about live year» ago on account of a 
disagreement he bad with his father 
who ne was clerking for at tbe time. 
His father talked to him as a father 
should, asking him to be a man and re< 
form from his wayward ways but Al­ 
bert, being hot headed, huU left home 
and shifted for himself. 
Mr. Simmons 
said that Stephen Deschauer was worth 
at least $100,000 and was nearly heart 
broken on account of the way ward neMs 
of his son.” 


Undertaker Rowe took charge of the 
I 
body and prepared it for shipment to 
f 
Chicago. 


It was through an accident that Mr. 
Simmons happened to be in this city. 
He went down to the dock in Chicago 
last night and thought he was getting

onto an excursion boat which would go 
out in tbe lake and return in a few 
hour». 
After the boat had left her 
dock he learned that he could not reach 
land until he struck St. Joseph. Upon 
dlieovering the remains of iiis friend 
he at once telegraphed to De«chauer*s 
father and ordered Undertaker Rowe 
to ^ v e the body proper attention. 


The verdict of the jury was that the 
causé of death was accidental drowning.

At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome., As one 
approacbce, he almoet oipecte to be 
cnallenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is In a 
curious fashion. In the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle G^ser, 
or the White l^ramld of the Upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped mound, 
built up from the secretions of Its 
waters, and Is the most oonspicuous 
feature of the locality. It is perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base or75 or 100 feet. lie eruptions come 
at Intervals of from twenty to forty-five 
minutes, being somewhat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twentv-five feet."

Emporia, Kas., Sept. 9.—One of the 
worst wrecks In the 
history 6t the 
Santa Fe railroad occurred three miles 
cast of here at about 7:30 o’clock last 
night. Twelve or Afteen persons were 
killed and as many more more badly 
hurt. The fast mall train going east 
and the Mexico and California express 
west-bound collided head-on. The Mex­ 
ico and California express was pullsd 
by two locomotives, and when they 
struck tht engine drawing the fast mall 
Ihs boilers of all three engines exploded 
and tore a hole In the ground so deep 
that the smoking car of the west-bound 
train went in on top of the three en­ 
gines and two mail cars and balanced 
there without turning over. The passen­ 
gers in the smoking car escaped through 
tho windows. The front end of this car 
I enveloped in a volume of stifling 
smoke and steam, belching up from the 
wrock below, and the rear door was 
Jammed tightly In the wreck of the car 
behind. The wreck caught Are from the 
•Bglnes. The cars In the hole and the 
smoking car burned to ashes In no time. 
In climbing out of the smoking car sev­ 
eral men fell through the rifts Into the 
wreck below, and it is Impossible to 
tell whether they escaped or were burned 
to death. 


W, J. Brynn on tho Tmln. 


The west-bound train carried seven 
or eight coaches, and Its passengers ln> 
eluded many excursionists who had been 
to hear Hon. W. J. Bryan speak at the 
county fair at Burlingame. Bryan him­ 
self was on the train, but was riding in 
the rear Pullman some 400 feet from 
the cars which were wrecked. He states 
that nothing but a heavy Jolt was ex­ 
perienced by the passengers in hiscoach. 
Bryan was one of the flrst men in the 
crowd of rescuers. He helped to carry 
out the dead and wounded and gave the 
greatest attention to their care. ^ One 
poor fellow who was badly 
maimed 
called to Bryan and said: 
“I went to 
hear you today. I am dying now. and 
want to shake your hand and say God 
bless you. 
If you possibly can. Mr. 
Bryan, get me a drink of water.** Bryan 
went Into the fast mail car. one end of 
which was burning, and came out with 
the drink of m-ater which he gave to the 
suffering passenger. 
He brought out 
cushions for others of the Injured, and 
was everywhere present to minister to 
the wants of the suffering.
